STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW 

An Examiner telephonic interview occurred on November 12 and November 16, 2004. 
Present at the interview was William Ahmann (52,548) - the applicants' representative. No 
exhibits were presented and no demonstrations of the invention were made. Both interviews were 
regarding the same matter. 

Terminal disclaimers to U.S. patent application nos. 10/294,302 (hereinafter, the '302 
application) and 10/282,715 (hereinafter, the '715 application) were discussed. After carefully 
reviewing the application, the applicants decided a terminal disclaimer to the '715 application 
should not be required. The Examiner, in the telephonic interview of November 12, that a 
terminal disclaimer to the '715 application was not necessary. It was understood that the 
Examiner would issue a Notice of Allowance in the above-identified application after receiving a 
terminal disclaimer to the '302 application. 
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The applicants on November 15, 2004, filed a terminal disclaimer solely for the purposes 
of expediting the issuance of the claims.

The Examiner indicated he 
could not issue a Notice of Allowance until the terminal disclaimer had been processed.
